I fixed last Thursday for them 
to come here and notified Mr. Wiggn.s 
of the Richmond bar, of the meeting 
and had Mr. Menzies through Lucien 
Bumam, to call attention to it so that 
any representalive of RldnnOna nugnt 
be present and he heard on «ie gues- 
tioii of whether there should be a 
cO«irt at either place. , , - . 

The meeting was held. The mat- 
ter of which place should be selected 
was left to me and I decided in favor 
of Lexington for the reasons which I 
then expressed. I also concluded to 
write the Attorney General favoring 
the Senate Bill. .,\ a. 

The only possible way in which the 
establishment of a court at Lcxingrton 
cam effect the civil business at Rich- 
mood is in case where both sides 
vfgoli prefer to have a case at Lex- 
liigton rather than Richmond. It is 
^affected now by both sides prefer- 
ring Covington or Frankfort. And 
all other places will be affected in 
like manner. In no other manner 
can the civil busines.s at Richmond be 
affected by the establishment of a 
court at Lexington. 

There is a real demand for a place 
of holding court in the body of the 
district, which is readily accessible to 
all parts thereof. I have met that 
demand occasionally in the past in 
going to Lexington and Winch estei- to 
hear cases and questions in cases. 
It is possible al.so that the criminal 
busines.s at Richmond will be some- 
what affected also, but the exact ex- 
tent to which it will be I can not say. 

As at present advised I am not in- 
clined to favor taking to Lexington 
any criminal business which would 
Otherwise go th Richmond. 
I have written you thuh fully so that 
you may advise your citizens as to 
just what is in contemplation and the 
probable effect of the establishment 
of a court at Lexington. I desired 
.some representative of your city at 
the meetinjr held on Thursday. As 
.soon as it was determined on I 
promptly gave notice of it as stated.

HOGS SELL AT $20 
HEK COURT DAY 



The weather, Was so fine foi' 
working corn and < thfesbing 
wheat, that Monday's court day 
crowd was perhaps the smallest 
seen here in some time. Trad- 
ing was brisk, however, and as 
always stock t^uyers .were here 
from a dozen counties. There 
were over 1200 cattle at the two 
stock yards and they sold up 
to 11 cents a pound and 150 hogs 
at an average around 18 cents, 
while James Crutcher's yards re- 
port about 200 hogs sold up to 
$20 a hiindred. Hog buyers' are 
all jubilant and several here have 
cleaned up on the rapid rise in 
porkers recently. Trading in 
horses and mules was rather dull 
considering the big . market for 
'horseflesh which is usually seen 
here. At the East End yards' 
^bouLt 75 head of horses and 
mules from $125 to $200 a head. 
At Crutcher's yards 300 sheep 
S0ld at $10 a head. There were 
a number of mule buyers down 
town and over $200 wwere paid 
for the best looking animals. 

Farmers report crops all doing 
well. Wheat pr6mises' to make 
a first class crop, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that a number of 
growers had a lot blown down 
during the severe storms a few 
weeks back. Much of this has 
been salvaged, and the crop 
will be good. Tobacco is coming 
on in good shape, and corn is 
looking well.

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PRESIDENT GIVEN 
HEARTY WELCOME 

Trallnort Gmmvc Washington 
An^ea SaMy>~Afler Speech 
WilMBGoea toOvital 

(By Associated Press) 

New York, July 8— Escorted by 
a*fleet of warships, the steamer ., 
George Washington bringing the 
President home, from France, 
passed quarantine and moved on 
to New York harbor at 1 -.30 p. m. 
today. As the tr.-msport p.tssed 
Fort Hancock gnu; boomed the 
Presidential salute which was

MANY BOLSHEVIKI HAVE 
DESERTED THEIR PARTY 

(Correspondence As.soeiated Piess) 
Aivhiinirel, July 4 — Tht- klialii uni- 
fomi.-; of tlio lii'itish type that have 
been adopted by the North Russian 
govciTiment for its soldiers have now, 
with only a few exceptions, replaced 
the dozen or more varietieB of fancy 
military dress that were common in 
tlio oarly days of the fighting aninst 
tlic Boishevild on tma front last 
September. 

Tliis little matter of stanardizing 
the uniform typifies the efforts that 
have been made to organize a Rusian 
army in the North. Only three units 
now are out of khaki — the French for 
eign Legion, Russians who wear the 
F'rcnch light blue and tlic Polish 
Icp^ion, also wearing light blue and 
with strange four^orniered p«iked 
caps. 

Even the Cossack troops have had 
to give up their gaudy colors and 
flaming-striiped trousers for the 
khaki. The Slavo-Brittanic legion 
officers wear the British uniforms, 
"pips" i-.nd all, as grade muldngs, 
but the other Russian oflkers wear 
the old Russian shoulder stripes on 
British cut coats with the Sam Brown 
belt. 

A startling contrast to the well 
uniformed government troops are the 
Bol.shevil: prisoners who are brought 
in form time to time, to Archangel 
Most of til me are without any uni- 
orm at ;.!!, wearing their peasant 
clothes, w hile some iiave Queer mix- 
tures of the dress of half uie nations 
of the world. 

Many fonnoi- HoLsheviki pri.^oner.s 
have changed this garb, and also 
their politics, for the khaki, and now 
iiro fighting against the Bolsheviki. 
One entire battalion of former Bol- 
sheviki prisoners, officered by an 
English colonel, and known as "Dyer's 
Battalion," has done ercellent work. 

Hundreds of boys are in khaki in 
Archangel. Recently Governor Gen- 
eral Miller announced that an "edu- 
cational battalion" of boys from the 
ages of 12 to 18 yoais, was to be 
formed to include Iwys guilty of 
.u tions deserving imprisonment, ram- 
blcrs and houseless boys, and boys 
whose parents would like to have 
them brought up in an atmosphere of 
military discipline. 

In honor of General Ekhnund 
Ironside, the British commander-in- 
chief, this battalion MriU be known as 
"General Ironside's Educational Bat- 
talion for Giildren," and will he 
(Iressed and fed at the expense of the 
British government.

If we I^UI more 
of the 6ieVating ^nd soclalliing influ- 
ence of Aiuiiic in our rural oommunitfes 
the ottle* .would have less attraction 
for our boys and girla. 

Another thing to be regretted is the 
g^reat economic wewte under present 
conditions. The main portion' of this 
vast sum expended for InMruction In 
music is paid out to private teachers, 
while the Instruction for which the 
private pupil pays $20 can be furnished 
by the .state for $1.09, and to much bet- 
ter advantage to the community, as a 
whole, by having music taught to all 
the children in all public schools. TTn- 
der the present conditlonn only the few 
who can afford It receive the benefit of 
instruction in milsic. 
l>lusic Aa A Moral Force In Educutlen 
What has been said up to this point 
relates to the practical aide of tnuaio. 
However, it Is in realm of emotion- 
al — the moral and spiritual that music 
exercises the greatest power. Let me 
quote Dr. Claxton U. S. Commissioner 
of Education. He says: "Intellectual 
movements are little ripples upon the 
surface of the sea, but the emotions 
aroused by music are like a great tidal 
wave which stirs the aea to tt^ greatest 
depth. It is under the spell of bcaii- 
tliul music that we come most ofetn tn 
a conscious realization of the best and 
noblest that is within us, wlun we feel 
the thrill of immortality and know that 
we enjov kinship with Divinity." 

No subject in the curriculum exerts 
a stronger influence upon all that is 
good and noble in the child be- 
cause it a.ppe'al« only to the best that 
is within him. It has been said that 
every child is a bundle of infinite pos- 
sibilities. All that he ever will be lies 
within the child himself, and depends, 
in o very small measure, upon hi.' en- 
vironment and the Influences that come 
into his life. Of course hereditary Im- 
pulses may have something to do in 
shaping his existence, but not neces- 
sarily. If he wills to do so, he may 
overcome every hereditary trait of in- 
tellect or emotion. It ha« even been 
demonstrated that inherited physical 
defi'cis mav I'C overcomei

to the best and noblest laiDUlM of the 
child is of highest educational value. 
And that is Juat What music dpea. 

But the educational value of music is 
not confined to the moral and spiritual. 
He who attemtps to read music from 
the printed page soon realizes that the 
interpretation of the notes, symbols, 
and rhythmic figures of notation la not 
merely an eye and ear training process, 
but one that calls for keen, raetliodioal 
mental perception and discrimination 
on the part of the performer, which can 
only be acquired through persistent 
mental training. To comprehend the 
tonal structure of chords, key relation- 
ship, intricate harmonic pi-ogresslons 
and musical forms, all of which Is an 
exact scii'nce calls for as much Intel- 
lectual powor as any problem in ma- 
thematics or tit'nmetry.

To play any band or or( li('.str.a' 
strument calls, not only for 
mental perception an* disiriinitmiion 
on the part of the performer, but alao 
for a greater degree , 6f n;anual skill 
than any other occupation, not ex- 
ceptint; <'v«n that of the kurgeon or 
wat'hmukir. _ ^ 

Tluis it may readily be seen that the 
only .suhJ'M'l in tli'' ciirricnilum that ap- 
peal.s alike to ail ol the powers and ca- 
pabiilticH of tlie child in music, which 
Koems to 1)1- tho very last thing to rn- 
eivi' recoKnitlon from some of our 
school authorties. Han not the time 
arrived when we should .«linki' off !">mo 
of our traditional idea.s and wake up 
ftriiy to the needs and demands of tlii.s 
day and age? Has not the time at 
rived when state officials and .School 
Boards should be made to see that the 
syrotematic teaching of music In our 
schools will bring more joy and happi- 
ness Into school life, socialize the com- 
munity and develop a higher and nobler 
citizenship? 

Let everyone who would assume the 
proud littlo title of educator use his 
Influence in calling public attention to 
the educational value of music, to the 
vast sum now expended for musical in- 
struction, to the great economic waste 
along that line under pres«nt condi- 
tions, and to the value Of music 
in community life, and- the peo- 
ple will see to it that music takes Its 
rightful place in the edutitttlonal sys- 
tem.
